The allowance paid for a total 
disability pensioner’s wife is in- 
creased to $45 from $31 and that 
for a first child to $20 from $19.

Russians Hard for How to Find 
In Berlin But Stories Plentiful

rlin, Dec. 10 (CP)—You are 
more than 100 miles inside the 
iron~ curtain. here, encircled by 
Russian soldiers, and it is mainly 
for that reason that Berlin is the 
first city to be placed out of 
bounds to Canada’s 27th Brigade. 

Yet a Russian soldier is a hard 
man to’ find in Berlin. 

An American sergeant who has 
been here a year says three Rus- 
sian soldiers got drunk one night 
and came into the Allied sector 
of the city. He hadn't seen them 
himself though. He'd read about 
it in a magazine weeks after it 
happened. 

The Russians don't normally 
come into the w sector of 
Berlin except on duty or, in the 
ease of senior officers, for social 
events, They leave their own 
sector of he citv to German 
communist police. Their nearest 
units are in the surrounding 
countryside. 

Even there, according to cor- 
re-pondents who have been 
there, the Russians are kept 
largely within their own camos 
or compounds, They don’t mix 
way 
American and British soldiers 
do, roarhing the streets, going 
into bars, sometimes getting into 


fights with Germans over Ger- 
man girls. = 

In west Berlin,’ you can see 
one or two Russians on guard 
at the huge Soviet war memorial 
for they guard it and night, 
reportedly because the Germans 
defile it if'they don't. 

We went to see it after dark 
one evening and a soldier beck- 
oned us away with his Tommy 
gun. A west German policeman 
nearby said no one is allowed 
near the memorial after dark. 

But if there aren't too many 
Russian soldiers in sight in Ber- 
lin. there are lots of stories about 
them. Like the one about an 
Allied officer who told a Russian 
officer at a dance how much 
ded eicree an “American fox- 


The Allied officer swears that 
the Russizn indignantly told him 
that the foxtrot is‘a Russian in- 
vention: 

He and his fellow officers have 
found that ‘the one real to 
get action from a Russian soldier 
fs to be tough.

ICING THE FUCE! 


Today the old icing-the-puck rules goes back inte ef- 
fect according to Secretary George Dudley of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association. He has designated that all 
teams under“the jurisdiction of the CAHA must return te 
the rule “within a reasonable time” but specifically states 
the Ontario Hockey Association must adopt !t starting today. 


‘The old rule, which replaces the new edition, allows the puck. 
to be fired into the end zone from just across the centre line. The 
new rule, now abolished, in effect for the first time this year, 
calls for the rubber to be carried or passed over the blueline 
without reaching the goal-line. 


Rule 62 Page 33 of the CAHA 1950-51 rule book under 
the heading “Icing the Puck” states, “Should any player of 
a team equal or superior in numerical strength to its oppen- 
ents, shoot the puck from his own side of the red centre line 
and beyond the goal line of the opposing team, play shall 
be stopped and the face-off shall be at elther end face-off 
spot in the defending zone of the offending team, unless the 
puck shall have entered the goal of the opposing team in 
which case the score shall be allowed... 


"If a player of the side shooting the puck down the ice 
who is onside and eligible te play the puck, does so before 
it is touched by an opponent, the play shall continue and it 
shall not be considered a violation of the rule.” 


The above is the old rule which replaces the 1951-52 edition, 
and which comes Into effect today.

Whtre a mine has been unable 
to increase production in com- 
parison with the base year, the 
rate of assistance will be applied 
to one-half of the number of 
ounces produced and sold in 
1951. 
$2.50 An Ounce 

Under the formula, eligible 
mines get an’ average return 
about $2.90 an ounce this year. 

Mine operators who elect to 
sell gold on the so-called “free” 
or premium market are not elig- 
ible for subsidies. which this year

Churchill Expected to Ue 
Free Exchange of Atomic 


Data in| Talks 


Washington, Dec. 28 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill prob= 
ably will urge a. greater exchange 
of atomic information between the 
United States and Britain during 
his far- ig conference with 
President Truman. 

Atomic energy. is among the 
dozen topics he has told the Am- 
erican government he wants to 
take up on his arrival here late 
next week. 

Both Britain and Canada, with 


partnership in atomic bomb de- 
velopment during the war, have 
Jong felt tight American restric- 
tions on atomic secrets were ham- 
pering developments in that field. 

Any change in these restric- 
tions would require not only ap- 
proval by the president but ac- 
tion by Congress. Whether eith- 


in the predictable future is some- 
thing on which informed officials 
here will not even speculate. 
More than two years ago the 
American, British and Canadian 
governments opened negotiations 
to see whether they could work 
out a formula for enlarging the 
interchange of atomic information 
and in a limited way, at least, re- 
vive the co-operative effort of the 
Second World War, when scien- 
tists of all three countries joined 
to produce the first atomle bomb. 
Those negotiations were shelv- 
ed after the Klaus Fuchs spy case 
broke in Britain in February 1850. 
Fuchs, one of Britain's top atomic 
experts, pleaded guilty to giving 
secrets to Russia. Since then, 
as far as is publicly known, there 
has been no serious effort to re- 
open the negotiations. 
Churchill's suggested topica are 
believed to cover the general 
fields of foreign affairs, economic 
matters and defence of the west.
